An- 
other means is a grcnlor quantity and variety 
of grass-seed fo;vu. 
lie would eoiv (he 


early grasses by Ibertselves end tho Jato 
grasses also, instead of the prevailing prac- 
tice of sowing together those varieties that 
mature some weeks apart, 53 clovor and 
limotoy or red (op. By arranging Ins fields 
iu Ibia way Ihe farmer cm begin cutting bis 
early grasses Iu the middle of June.aud tbeu 
bo ready to take his later grasses as they 
tome along, auil without being burried iu 
tho gathering of oilhor, or loss a share of 
their value by being compelled lo cut them 
too soon or too lato. The orchard-gran ami 
Ihe June, or Kcmutky blue-glass,i,ro among 
tha beat early grasiM, with vrbich, also, 
alsike or red clovc-r caii be seivn advantage- 
ously. 
Clover should bo much moro gen- 


erally grown lliau it Ii. It really fertilizes 
and improves the soil rather than the re- 
verse, being an exception to all other crops 
Jn this respect, leaving in it a much larger 
proportion of nitrogen and nitrogenous 
compounds than any other crop. 


Tbo bmount of nitrogen left by a crop of 


clovor in tbe soil was carefully investigated 
by Prof. Vbelcker, and ho found that it 
wfi3 from two and a half to threo tons per 
sore. He found, that, on. soils whero clover 
had been grown, not only is sll that nitto- 
gen colleotej up in Iho soil by tho olover, 
but ilia loft, when spring arrives, in n 
vastly better condition to take and carry on 
a grain-crop Ihan any fertilize ffhicb oau 
bo applied iu (he spring,—a most important 
consideration. There is probably no better 
or mora economical way of obtaining and 
supplying nitrogen-to the soil than that. 
It seems important that farmers should 
realize that clovor is not only ft very impor- 
tant crop of itaelf to raise, but that it vast- 
ly improves their land. 
TUB nitrogen, 


when it is left by tho crop oao season, is 
changed into nitrates,—uitrato of ammonia, 
nilrate of potash ond 
otlior forms of 


nitrate,—which are available immediately, 
when spring opens, for tbo uso of tho crops. 
A dry spring is very bard upon special 
fertilizers. 
Cut tho nitrogen left in the soil 


by a clover-crop is changed, during the 
decay of the ronls of tho clover and the or- 
Ij.iuic mailer of tbo decaying leaves, inlo the 
form of nitrate, which is just Iho form 
available for tho uso of (ha plants. 
Mr. 


i'liut thinks timothy Iho best late grass, and 
toldj that, to I'SCUIG its full value, it should 
bs cut as soon as U comes into blossom or 
before. Tho farmers of the state should, 
however, sovf nioro varieties of grass Ihan 
they now do. The English farmers nro f.ir 
ahead of them in (bis respect. 


_ Upon tha important question of the best 
lirno lo grow glass-seed bo 'savs: 
"As lo 


thn lime of sowing grass seed," n very con- 
siderable change has taken placo in tho gen- 
eral practice iu Ibo last quarter of n century; 
and, upon lha wbole,tbero has,undoubtedly| 
been a very great improvement artcmg from 
It. 
Within the memory of many slillliving, 


the practice of spring sowing was almost 
Eniversol. It resulted in far greater losses 
than we usually sustain now. For though 
there is, perhaps, no Eeason when it can be 
absolutely safe from harm, wa know enough 
of the seasons (o know that, in a series of 
years.we ore moro liable to injury from 
drought than from 
winter-killing. 
One 


year differs from another lo such an oilcnt, 
that we run somo risk, nt whnljver season 
the soring takea 
placa.

say, as a general rnle, it is from the rniddlo 
of August to tho middle of September; tho 
eiaottimo depending somewhat upon the 
moistnro in the soil. If the mouth of 
August were eicesively dry, we should wait 
till early in September; but if wo could not 
so*, for any reason, till after Ihe middle of 
September, we should prefer lo writ till the 
middle of November, or just before the 
ground eloses for tlu winter. In n largo 
majorty of cases, this lato Eosing will bo 
successful, as tho seed will not germinate EO 
as lo bo injured by the winter, and will start 
earlier in spring than it would bo possible 
to work the land properly to sow it in the 
spring.1' 
When spring sowing ia necessary 


tho lar-d should ba well mannred nnd n 
liberal supply of seed applied. 


Mr. Flint opposes the custom of sowins 


grass-seed with any other grain, as nfter tho 
grain is removed tbo probability is that the 
grass will bo seriously injured by dry weath- 
er. 
Tho selection of seed should be- made 


with peat care. 
Small seeds do not retain 


their vitality a great while, and farmers suf- 
fer great loase.i annually from poor grass- 
seed. Seed also fails to gtrrninato from bo- 
ing buried toodsep; and Mr. Flint recom- 
mends tbo asp of a "drag" much like a 
"alone-boal,'1 instesrl of a harrow or bush, 
for covering grass-seed. Tho lime of begin- 
ning haying is now eboat (he rniddln of 
June, or livo weeks earlier than a few years 
ago. Ily this practice belter bay is securer!, 
and Ihe farmers aro less hurried in secur- 
ing it. 
Mr. Hint does not hesitate to 


affirm that money laid out in permanently 
improving gross land is belter cipanded 
than in putting it on arable land kept nn- 
der a rotation of crops,
